ever quite drastic variations from 
this average are not infrequent. The 
climate is maritime, with all-time 
temperature extremes ranging from 
about plus 100° to minus 25° F. 

The moderating effect in winter of 
the open water of the Bay of Fundy 
is particularly noticeable and the 
minimum temperature seldom drops 
below 5° to 15° below zero. As a 
result, it is possible to grow peaches 
and cherries as well as apples and 
pears, though the former are mar- 
ginal crops commercially and must be 
planted in the most favorable loca- 
tions, chiefly at the southwestern end 
of the valley.

a single market proved to be serious 
when overseas shipment was inter- 
rupted by World War II, and dis- 
astrous when the postwar difficulties 
of international exchange meant that 
Britain did not have dollars available 
for the purchase of apples in quan- 
tity. 

The loss of the British market 
brought to the industry a realization 
that it would be compelled to sell the 
apples on this continent or not at all. 

The result of this loss has been a 
drastic reconstruction of the inaus- 
try in the postwar years—a change 
which has seen the removal of a mil- 
lion trees, a drop in production to

about one-third, a switch in varieties 
to red strains of North American 
types, the installation of large central 
cold storage plants (900,000-bushel 
total capacity), rapid development of 
small controlled atmosphere storages 
(73,000-bushel capacity in 1958), and 
a packaging shift from wooden har- 
rels to boxes and again to cardboard 
cell-pack or tray-pack containers. 
Throughout the development of the 
apple industry the dominant organ 
ization deciding policy changes has 
heen the Nova Scotia Fruit Growers’ 
Association, Fruit growers the 
Annapolis Valley have traditionally 


been independent operators, even 
though the United Fruit Companies 
of Nova Scotia (renamed in 1957 as 
the Scotian Gold Co-operative Ltd. ) 
have regularly handled at least half 
the valley crop. 

As a result of this system several 
large independent growers have de- 
veloped, each with their own produc- 
tion and handling facilities, and mar- 
ket contacts. These, along with Scot- 
ian Gold, handle the present produc- 
tion and have evolved an effective 
marketing procedure. 

In recent years only token ship- 
ments of apples have heen made over-

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seas. However, a greatly reduced 
crop in Europe in 1957 saw the re- 
vival of overseas shipments, largely 
to continental ports. Many of these 
apples went by chartered ships from 
the vallev’s own seaport of Port Wil- 
liams at the mouth of the Cornwallis 
River in the midst of the apple or- 
chards. This unique arrangement is 
made possible by the spectacular 40- 
to 50-foot tides of the Minas Basin 
which allow ocean-going ships to 
move up the Cornwallis River at high 
tide. 

The apple variety picture in Nova 
Scotia has changed remarkably in re- 
cent years, with the present major 
varieties being Crimson Gravenstein, 
McIntosh, Red Delicious, Cortland, 
Wagener, Northern Spy. Golden 
Russett, and Red Rome Beauty. 

In addition a considerable number 
of culinary varieties still persist 
which were one time in demand on 
the British market, such as Baldwin, 
Gano, King, Stark, Ben Davis. How- 
ever, most of these are rapidly going 
out of production. 

There is a considerable local mar- 
ket for certain varieties of apples for 
processing, particularly as solid pack 
canned apple slices. For the best qual- 
ity product, the varieties Northern 
Spy, Greening, Ribston, King, and 
Wagener are used, though the latter 
two are considered inferior to the first 
three. Applesauce, especially of the 
fall variety Gravenstein, is processed 
in somewhat smaller quantities. Low 
grade apples and undesirable culinary 
sorts go into apple juice and apple 
concentrate. 

Springs are late in Nova Scotia. 
While this means the risk of frost is 
less, the period of bloom is frequently 
one of cool, wet weather. This may 
seriously affect flower pollination, and 
many orchards utilize honey bees and 
imported pollen to insure fruit. set. 

The relatively high rainfall means 
that apple scal is an ever present 
problem calling for a rigorous fungi- 
cidal spray program involving 6 to 
10 sprays a year. The scarcity of wa- 
ter during some summers in July and 
August may affect fruit size and 
development, but rainfall is normally 
not a serious limiting factor. 

Of greater importance is the oc- 
casional lack of summer heat. Be- 
cause of the nearness of modifying 
bodies of cold water, summer tem- 
peratures are sometimes low with 
resulting poor maturity in later varie- 
ties like Red Rome Beauty and 
Golden Delicious. Long season varie- 
ties, like Yellow Newtown, Winesap, 
and York Imperial, will not grow 
satisfactorily in the Annapolis Valley. 


Insect pests are now of relatively 
minor importance because it has 
been possible to use a modified spray 
program which utilizes the beneficial 
effects of natural control factors as 
much as possible. This is not true of 
the apple maggot, an insect native to 
this area which must be controlled 
by chemical methods and, at periodic 
intervals, threatens to become seri- 
ous, 

In addition to apples, pears are 
also an important fruit crop, with an 
annual production of about 45,000 
bushels. These are almost entirely of 
the two varieties, Bartlett and Clapps 
Favorite, and are used primarily for 
canning. Nova Scotia has the ad- 
vantage of freedom from fire blight 

Other tree fruits such as peaches 
and cherries are marginal because of 
the danger of winter bud injury or 
spring frosts. In both these tree 
fruits winter injurv to the trunks of 
the trees may be serious. 

\ wild seedling cherry (Prunus 
avium), locally known as the “Bear 
River Cherry,” thrives in the lower 
part of the valley and seems quite 
hardy. Enough of these trees have 
been grown in past years to justify 
the existence there of an annual 
cherry festival. The fruits are black 
and good quality but lack size. 

Among the small fruits, blucber- 
ries and strawberries are the most 
important, although two others, rasp- 
berries and cranberries, are grown 
commercially to some extent. Grapes 
are grown only as a backyard crop 

Both the lowbush and highbush 
blueberries grow as native plants in 
the province and are well adapted to 
Nova Scotia’s acid soils. In the last 
10 vears blueberry production has in 
creased rapidly and is now about 4 
million pounds for the whole prov- 
ince. Its final potential is much higher 
still, particularly if the principal 
shrubby weed, “lambkill,” could be 
controlled. The center of production 
is in the area around Parrsboro, north 
of the Minas Basin. Practically all 
of the crop is eventually processed. 

Strawberries are grown as a com- 
mercial crop in the Annapolis Valley 
and in other scattered locations in the 
province, especially around Masstown 
at the upper end of the Minas Basin. 
The annual production area for all 
Nova Scotia is around 400 acres, 
principally of the varieties Premier, 
Sparkle, Catskill, Senator Dunlap. 

Recent plantings are to a large ex- 
tent of virus-free stock, and nursery- 
men are organized in a co-operative 
provincial-federal scheme for the pro- 
duction and maintenance of plants 
free of virus. Plants are grown in 
matted rows and sale is chiefly as 
fresh fruit, though increasing amounts 
are now frozen. THe Enp.

sists of 4 feet of rock and cinders 
with a concrete top for work and 
storing area. To reduce costs of con- 
struction, workers at the plant built 
their own pure air activated carbon 
units under the direction of manager 
L. J. Kilby. 

Funds for building the storage 
plant were raised in this manner : each 
grower purchased a definite space to 
hold the number of bushels he in- 
tended to store, allowing 2% cubic 
feet per bushel. The building cost 
50 cents per bushel to construct in 
1939, or $30,000 for the 60,000- 
bushel capacity. Thus, a grower who 
intended to store 10,000 bushels in 
the storage purchased space for that 
quantity, which cost him $5000. The 
1941 addition cost 75 cents per bushel 
to construct, while the 1946 addition 
jumped to $1.25 per*bushel. 

Operating costs and upkeep of the 
plant are provided for by charging 
members a storage fee, which last 
vear was 25 cents per box. Any 
money remaining in the treasury at 
the end of the year above actual costs 
is rebated to the members according 
to the number of bushels stored. In 
the 1954-55 marketing season the 
actual cost of storage was 21 cents 
per box stored, and the plant was 
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filled to capac ity ‘The excess returned 
to vrowers al the end of the season 
amounted to $7250. Greater economy 
is experienced when the plant is filled 
to capacity. 

In 1946 the Rappahannock Cold 
Storage built a locker plant addition, 
then leased it to the Sperryville lLock- 
er Plant, thus providing additional 
income from the refrigeration invest 

nt. There are 250 members in the 
locker plant organization and there 1s 
usually a waiting list of new ones. 

The Blue Ridge Fruit Growers Co- 
operative, Inc., was the final organ- 
ization that gave these progressive 
growers complete command of their 
apple marketi eg program. fo build 
the plant in 1940, stock was sold at 


$100 a share. Thirty-four growers 
took part in this venture to build a 
modern and efficient apple juice 


processing plant, 

Right from the = start emphasis 
was placed upon quality. Manager 
H. B. Wood with his production man- 
ager, Irvin R. Kilby, put cleanliness 
first on their list of plant require- 
ments. Processing is done at the rate 
of about 250 bushels of apples an 
hour from September to December 
Yield of juice runs about 3% gallons 
per bushel, and some 100,000 to 
150,000 bushels are processed annu- 
ally. .\t peak season the plant em- 
ploys around 35 workers. 

:quipment provides for filling 6-, 
24- and 46-ounce cans, or for quart 
and 32-ounce glass bottles. Ware- 
house space holds 200,000 cases of 
packed juice, last year the co-oper- 
ative returned to members $1.25 per 
100) pounds for undersized apples 
processed through the plant. 

Success of the juice plant has been 
due largely to quality of the product 
sold. Processing begins with @raded 
apples free from rot and worms and 
of sizes 11% inches and up. Nylon 
cloths are used in the presses because 
they are easily cleaned. Carefully con- 
trolled temperature of juice through- 
out the processing line helps preserve 
eood flavor. Accurate and constant 
pasteurization temperature followed 
by quick cooling are important. 

One of the production manager 
Kilby’s jobs is to keep careful check 
on the line by taking samples fre- 
quently to the laboratory and check- 
ing them for vacuum, temperature, 
fill, acid content, ascorbic acid, soluble 
solids, and flavor. 

The Sperryville area, in sight of 
picturesque Skyline Drive, is one of 
small to moderate-sized orchards 
ranging from 10 to 500 acres. This 
three-way co-operative effort has 
made it possible for these growers to 
remain in business, yet meet the mar- 
ket competition presented by large 
growers and buyers.
